April. 1977. 

Sartagalt Bight polles, armed with shotguns, searched a private home 
where tao families wara reading tha Bible. All 11 praaaat (tbraa 
Beat four women. aad four ohlldraa) wara bald la prison wbara. tha 
aea wara slapped aad hit with tha flat on thraa different oooaslqns'.
